New plan to free T.A. 
shoreline of sewage 


By SARAH HONIG 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The entire shoreline 
of Tel Aviv may he free of con- 
tamination in three years if ex- 
periments of sewage treatment now 
at an advanced stage here are suc- 
cessful. Reporters were told this 
yesterday at a tour of installations 
where a method of purifying sew- 
age piped out to sea is being tried 
out. 

The method is not only new 
here, but is apace with similar re- 
search abroad. 

The application of the experi- 
mental installations shown to the 
press here yesterday are the brain- 
child of engineer Ya’acov Sheiberg 
of the Dan Sewage Union. He came 
up with the idea of using on a 
Jarge scale a method of purifying 
waste which bas 80 far been used 
only on a smaller scale in industry 
abroad, The method entails sepa- 
rating the solid from the liquid 
wastes of sewage. The solid sewage 
will either be burnt or turned into 
fertiliser, and the liquid will be 
chlorinated to render it harmless, 
and then channelled out to sez. 

The method waa first tried out 
with a small machine built by the 
Technion and, when tests proved 
successful, on industrial-scale instal- 


lation from the U.S. was brought ing 


over for further experiments. It can 
only handle 160 cubic metres of 
sewage an hour, whereas the amount 


of waste now poured out to sea by 
towns in the Dan region towns is 
estimated at 15,000 cubic metres 
Per peak hour. 


‘The experimenta are expected to 


last about three more months, If 
they are successful, then 10 such 
installations, each three times lar- 
gex than the one in operation, will 
be ordered. The equipment will be 
housed in a plant ta be put up 
near the present purification centre 
near the Heading power station. In 
all, the project is expected to cost 
some IL30m. 

The director of the district public 
health laboratory of the Ministry 
of Health, Dr. Yona Purer, told the 
presa that the results of the tests 
so far are “highly favourable, 

The chairman of the Dan region 
sewage union and head of the city 
ecology committee, Yitzhak Caspi, 
noted that the new system is not 
intended to replace the sewage I2- 
goons in the Rishon Le Zlor sands, 
which will not be accepting Tel Aviv 
sewage for another five years. 

Prof. Gedalia Shelef of the Tech- 
mon told the press that even when 
Tel Aviva sewage is no longer 
piped cut to ea but to Rishon, the 
projected new treatment plant will 
still be necessary. 

The committee charged with judg- 
the experiments is composed of 
Yaacov Scheinman, Prof. Shelef, 
Dr. Purer and the chief Dan re- 
gion sewage engineer, Gideon Zats.

HAIFA. — A warning of mounting 
extremism among the Arab popula- 
tion, especially the young, was given 
yesterday by Amnon Linn, MK (Li- 
ikkud}), who was for many years head 

of the Arab section in Mapai. 

Speaking at a press conference 

“on my own behalf, not as a Likud 
member,” Linn called on all political 
parties in the country to work to- 
gether with the Arab population 
for continued coexistence. “Without 
ection there could be a rapid erosion 
of the moderate attitude among the 
Arabs, and who knows what may 
develop?” 

Linn attributed the trend to the 
political situation in the Middle East 
and “the lack of awareness and in- 
action" by the government and the 
political parties, 

Among the ominous symptoms of 
this trend, Amnon Linn cited the 
aggressive way which Arab pupils 
had treated Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin when he visited Nazareth 
early this year. 

Lino said that Rakeh was trying 
to set up committees of Arab stu- 
dents at the country's universities, 
and to organize them for political 
action against the state when an 
opportunity arose, Developments at 
the Haifa University, and even more 
so at Bar-Dan, where Jewish and 
Arab students had thrown stones at 
each other, were “the gravest sym) 
tom of the new trend since 1948.” 

“Every separate organization of 
the Arabs inevitably favours and 
leads to extremism.

USS. recession 
hurts Hadassah

Despite an ever-growing and 
younger membership, Hadassah is 
feeling the pinch of America's eco- 
nomic troubles, and is collecting 
less money for Israel than in pre- 
vious years. 

“With the rise in costs and taxes 
and fewer donations, we may have 
serious trouble financing our main- 
tenance budget and be forced to 
discontinue plans for new projects,” 
said Mrs. Rose Matzkin, president 
of Hadassah, the Women's Zion- 
ist Organization of America, "Ἢ 
know of many Jews who were worth 
hundreds of millions and suddenly 
are worth tens of millions. People 
are unsure of the future and not 
85 prepared to give, even though 
our médical and social services are 
tangible and well-known." 

Another reagon for the fall-off in 
contributions is “indecision by Is- 
rael leaders, who make what seem 
to be official statements, but which 
are really only personal sentiments, 
about the way to peace. Jews in 
the Diaspora are confused and pes- 
simistic as a result," Mrs. Matzkin 
continued. 

One event that won’t be dimini- 
shed by the budget cuts is the re. 
opening of the Mt. Scopus Hadassah 
Hospital in October. “It will include 
a rehabilitation pavilion, pediatric 
departments and an out-patient cli- 
nic, all in addition to the facilities 
at Ein Karem," noted Mrs. Matz- 
kin, who wears a gold key to the 
main building of Mt. Scopus on 2 
pearl rope around her neck.

Even so, in order to meet its essen- 

tial responsibilities, it will need to 

receive a much bigger allocation 
the government than in the 


Unprecedented Growth 


_The growth of Tel Aviv Univer- 


1953-4, when the Tel Aviv Mu- 

nicipality took under its wing two 
diminutive institutes of higher 
learning which, at Abu Kabir in 
Jaffa, offered couses in Judaica 
and in the Life Sciences to 
altogether 100 students, On these 
combined institutes the name of 
Tel Aviv University was hopefully 
bestowed in 1956. The grand up- 
surge began soon after Dr. 
S. Wise (the present Chancellor) 
was appointed the University’s first 
President in 1963. Out of almost 
nothing there sprang up the new 
Ramat Aviv campus, where now 
more than 15,000 students receive 
tuition from 1,200 senior faculty 
members and double that number 
of junior academicians. 

When Prof. Ne’eman became 
president in the autumn of 1971, 
the University was as et deep 
in debt, but Pogues toreaa more 
than ever. Two new Faculties were 
established, Fine ΑἹ Arts and Engin- 
eering. The latter had initially been 
started on the recommendation of 
two governmental 
tees, which ruled that the country 
had to have another engineering 
school, for which the Ideal loca- 
tion was Tel Aviv, the most popu- 
jous centre. It has taken several 
years for the University to incor- 
porate the Technological Institute 
at Holon. A Centre for Technologi- 
cal Education has now been open- 
ed at Hoion, which will specialize 
in training teachers for technical 
high schools. 

A further related development of 
the first importance is the recent 
establishment of the TAU School 
of Education, which will strive to 
Promote a long-overdue revolution 
in teaching methods at elementary on 
and secondary schools, with spe- 
elal attention to the needs of chil- 
dren from underprivileged homes.

— Rhodesian 
agents have discussed with a Vene- 
zuelan businessman the purchase of 
28 American Sabre jets at a cost 
of $15m., a London Sunday news- 
paper said yesterday. 

It is also seeking more planes in 
other South American countries, 
the “Sunday Telegraph” said. 

Former Royal Air Force men in 
Britain are also being sought as 
recruits for the Rhodesian Air Force. 

“Dozens of unemployed British 
pilots and former RAF men are 
expected to go to Rhodesia this 
year to help fly any new jets which 
are purchased,” the paper said, 
noting there are believed to be 
about 400 Britons trained by the 
RAF already serving in Rhodesia’s 
1,200-strong air foree.
